Surgeon general nominee says he did 
39 abortions but ‘abhors’ procedure

WASHINGTON — Surgeon General 
nominee Henry Foster said Wednesday 
night he performed 39 abortions in his ca- 
reer as a gynecologist-cbsietrician — more 
than three times os many os he stated pre- 
viously.' — 

But the embattled Foster added, “1 abhor 
abortion.” 

The admission came in on interview on 
ABC's “Nigbiline" with Ted Koppel that 
was taped in the Roosevelt Room of the 
White House. 

* Foster said he was pressured last week 
by administration ofTIcials to come up with 
an estimate on how many abortjons he had 
performed. Last Friday, the day afler his 
nomination was announced by President 
Clinton, he put the number at imer.than a 
dozen. 


Foster, a former dean and acting presi- 
dent of Mebarry Medical College in 
Nashville, Tenn., said be had worked furi- 
ously over the past three days going 
through the records of bis career to pin- 
point the number of abortions be hsd per- 
formed. _ ,

He also presided over 0 study of vaginal 
suppository to induce early abortions.

WASHINGTON — Majority Republi- 
cans moved to rewrite the 1994 crime law 
Wednesday, drawing fire from President

Surrounded by law enforcement offi- 
cers, Clinton denounced infringements oh 
the 1994 act and announced u new grant to 
hire more police. 

”I will oppose any attempt to undermine 
,the capacity of the crime bill to produce 
the 100,000 police officers that we 
promised the country." Clinton said. 

The House passed two anti-crime bills 
Wednesday, loosening rules on court use 
of unlawfully seized evidence and impos- 
ing a one-year limit for death row inmates 
to appeal state sentences in federal courts. 

The bills ore elements of a six-port^ ajiti- 
crime package the GOP leadership insists 
is needed to put more teeth in the $30 bil- 
lion crime law enacted tost year.Thc onti~ 
crime legislation is part of the House 
OOP’s “Contract With Amcrico." 

“Convicted murderers on death row reg- 
ularly make a mockery of the criminal jus- 
tice system ... to delay the imposition of 
their sentence," Rep. Bill McCollum, R- 
Fla., said of the measure setting a one-year 
limit on federal appeals in capital cases. 

The bill passed 297-132.

Foster performed abortions shouldn’t 
be a litmus test for confirmation 9 s sur- 
geon general.' 

Begging to differ. Pat Buchanan 
calls the nomination “a moral affront.” 

It won’t be ihc last time Specter and 
Buchanan don't see cye-lo-cye on 
abortion. Or that Bob Dole, Lamar 
Alexander, Phil Gramm and Dan 
Quaylc find themselves dealing with 
on issue they'd rather avoid. 

President Clinton’s choice of Foster 
has ignited the abortion debate most 
GOP leaders had hoped to keep quiet 
■ in the early' doys of the new 
Republican Congress. They wanted to 
focus on their campaign agenda. 

Now. however, the great abonion 
debate is stirring again os Congress ' 
weighs Clinton’s choice of Foster, a 
Tennessee obstetrician-gynccologisf 
whose-nominaiion is in trouble 
because of disputes over how many 
abortions he has performed and 
whether the While House misled 
Republicans about his record. 

To some Republicans, the whole 
thing is on cosy opportunity to show 
solidarity with antiabortion forces and 
allies in the Christian conservative 
movement — people important to the 
big GOP election wins. 

Others, however, worry that if party 
“unityira^ over abortion.“asithas in*' 
the pa.st. it could be diflicult to regroup 
for lough debates ahead over spending 
cuts, welfare reform and other GOP 
agenda items. 

In this tug-of-war, the OOP's presi- 
dential prospects ore a microcosm of 
the debate. 

For Dole, the episode demonstrates the 
difficulty of juggling dual roles as Senate 
majority leader and prtsidcntial hopeful. 

“We need to adibess jobs and welfare 
reform and tax cuts," Dole said on "Meet 
the Press” Sunday when asked if he 
expected a big fight over the Foster nom- 
ination. ‘These should be our priorities.” 

The comments reflect a bald politi- 
cal reality for Dole: If the GOP agenda 
fails, his candidacy is imperiled. 

Dole ho.s a 100 percent onliabonion 
voting record, yet is viewed skeptically 
by movement leaders because he is not 
outspoken on the issue. He has not 
taken 0 position-on Foster. Dole has 
said his principal concern is whether tlic 
White House misled the Senate about 




Foster's background — a position that 
ollows him and other Republicans to 
change the subject from abonion. 

Texas Sen. Gramm, who also has a 
solid aniiabortion voting record, .is 
withholding judgment on Foster pend- 
ing hearings. 

Still, he said, “I iliink when you 
appoint a surgeon general, and abonion 
is clearly something many Americans 
ore opposed to, it brings a divisive cle- 
ment that wc should be avoiding." 

Specter says he has questions about 
the candor of Foster and the While 
House about Foster's record. But the 
Pennsylvania senator, a supponcr of 
abonion rights, said Foster should not 
be disqualified for "performing a legol 
medical procedure.” 

Alexander, the former Tennessee 
governor, on Monday offered a vivid 
reminder of abonion’s imponunce in 
GOP politics. Hc rushed oura state- 
ment aflcr he had been, erroneously, 
mentioned on a weekend television 
show as a Foster supponcr. 

Alexander says he personally oppos- 
es abonion, but believes the. federal 
government should have no role in the 
debate. That puts him at odds with the 
call for a “human life” constitutional 
amendment in the GOP platform. When 
a.skcd if he would rewrite the platform, 
Aicxondcr's answer underscores the 
trepidation the issue con cause: “1 am 
going to duck that one for now.” 

Like Buchanan, Quaylc is banking 
on suppon from Christian and cultural 
conservatives. He has been silent on 
the Foster nomination, though an aide 
suggested he might have “serious 
reservations,” Quaylc may be in an 
awkward spot bwause of 1994 com- 
mems viewed by anti-abortion activists 
os a retreat, including his refusal in one 
interview to say if he favored thcover- 
tum of the Roc vs’.

Congress has no business 
monkeying with baseball

What’s at issue as the major-league 
baseball strike enters its seventh 
month? 

Simply the God-given right of the 
San Francisco Giants to pay Barry 
Bonds S4.2 million next season, and 
his inalienable privilege as an Ameri- 
can to turn up his nose at it. 

That’s why Congress is right to 
stay out of this bench-clearing brawl 
among 40-watt millionaires. For bet- 
ter or worse, this spat will be settled 
by the rharkctplacc. 

The major-league baseball owners 
_and playcrs.rcjcctcd mediator W.J,_ 
Uscry’s proposed compromise this 
week and told President Clinton to 
take a hike. 

Barring a last-minute miracle, the 
owners will open their training camps 
next week with replacement players. 
The stars will stay home and sulk. 

Eventually, when the second mort- 
gage comes due and the repo man 
comes to call about the Lexus, the 
players will go back to work. It’s in- 
evitable. There’s very little call for 
30‘-year-old shortstops who won’t 
play baseball. 

First in a trickle and then a torrent, 
the big-lcaguc players will return to 
big-Icaguc ballparks and their mil- 
lions. 

Congress could muddy the process 
by landing feet-first in the middle, 
but it can’t solve the underlying dis- 
pute. In a free society, there’s no way 


to indcrhnifyjabor and management 
■from the cumulative conscquences-of 
their collective folly. 

And it’s not as though baseball was 
an essential national industry. We’re 
talking about supcrrich grown-ups 
playing a kid’s game, paid by owncra 
with overripe egos. Let's not make it 
(literally) a federal case. 

If Bonds goes back to work, he will 
cam $26,000 a game next season - 
the median annual income in Twin 
Falls County. It works out to about 
$15,275 per hit. 

That’s crazy. That kind of money is 
not only out of line for Bonds’ value 
to society; it doesn’t even reflect his 
value to baseball. 

Bonds and his colleagues’ chief 
contribution to history is taking a 
game cherished by six generations of 
Americans for its egalitarian simplic- 
ity and turning it into a grotesque 
sideshow. Want an autograph, kid? 
Then go to the end of the line and 
pay your 25 bucks like everyone 
..else r: L 

So let the overpaid hypcrjocks 
pout. Give baseball back to people 
who want to play it, even if they’re 
20-ycar-old wannabes or 40-year-old 
nevcr-wascs straight from the field of 
dreams. 

The owners, who have cheerfully 
run up salaries in a ncvcrTcnding 
quest for a competitive edge, will win 
this game - although if they were in 
any other business, they’d have long 
since gone broke in the process. 

Some of the fans, alienated by the 
owners and their Gucci-clad, gold- 
bricking guns-for-hire, won’t come 
back. Fortunately, baseball is a better 
game than the owners and players de- 
serve. 

There will be an audience for base- 
ball as long as battling . for a pennant 
is more fun to watch than dueling for 
dollars.

Most will be the overflow from the 
St. Vincent Hotel, which currently pays 
through the local shelter program for over- 
flow residents to sleep in other hotels. 

Liebetman soys the party’s offer should 
reduce or eliminate those expenses, current- 
ly running between $10,000 to $15,000 per 
year. Local Democrats estimate it will cost 
the party between $ 1 ,000 and $2,000 a year 
to maintain their building as a facility for the 
homeless. They say they will bear the cost, 
whatever it is. 

Hall also wants doctors, dentists, lawyers 
and other professionals to donate their ser- 
vices to needy people in the community. If 
the homeless arc able to work, they will re- 
ceive job counseling, resume help and. it is 
hoped, be directed into the JolT Training 
Partnership program that develop the slulls 
they need to find jobs. 

The executive director of St. Vincent, Jim 


Butler, told the Dayton Daily News: "This is 
an ideal solution to a problem wc'vc been 
facing for the past five years. The communi- 
ty didn’t want to create anothct-shcltcr.be- 

cause of the"financial burdens that would 
have resulted.” 

An “ideal situation” is not a phrase usual- 
ly associated with the homeless problem. 

But if Democrats and Republicans could get 
together on this significant social concern, 
they might become a model for other groups 
and individuals that political and philosophi- 
cal differences don’t mean people can't 
work together in true compassion and chari- 
ty-

Tax cuts do not relieve enough 

The Idaho Legislature has been in session 
for more than four weeks, and wc arc finally 
getting down to the ‘‘nuts and bolls" of the 
government - the budget. 

!Gov. Batt has promi^ $40 million in prop- 
erty tux relief, and in the bill that cleared the 
House lost week, he delivered on that promise, 
However, before you get ready to buy that new 
car or remodel the house, there arc a few things 
you should know about whal $40 million will 
mean to the average homeowner. 

First, any property tax relief is a good 
idea, but don't be sold a bill of goods by the 
governor how this is the best property tax 
relief plan available. Fony million, when all 
isisaid and done, wilt only mean about $50 
ot $60 less on your yearly property tax bill. I 
don’t think that’s enough. Is that real relief 
■ or is it a bone tossed to the public? Under 
the current proposal, the homeowner, who 
n?cds the rclicfthe most, benefits the least. 

• The real tragedy is what’s being cut in the 
name of property tax relief The money not 
spent on public education and health and wel- 
fare by the state wilt have to come from some- 
where or services will be cut back. College tu- 
ition will increase, state employees like parole’ 
'lOiTicera and social workers can expect heavier 
case loads and school administrators will again 
face the battle of balancing exploding popula- 
tions with .smaller budgcLs. Override levees will 
bf a fact of life, os die governor's bill limits an- 
nual budget increases to 3 percent a year. And 
new and higher fees will he created to pick up 
tile slack to continue existing services. 

• The sad thing about ilic property tax relief 
program is that real relief could have been pro- 
vide at a fraction ofthc cost. Tills year, seven 
Democratic Icgislaiois presented a plan that 
would have saved the average homeowner 
about three times wlut the governor’s plan of- 
fered. Our plan would liavc cost the state rough- 
ly $IJ millioti in general funds, far less tlum the 
^0 million sacrificed under tiic current plan. 

Unfortunately, lltc Democrat plan, which 
\yould have made the homeowner the largest 
bcncficiafy, not Union Pacific or J.R. Simplot 
as the governor’s plan docs, ncvcrtiiadc it out 
of committee. On Nov. 8 when you asked for

Mkron's Urge investments a plus 

Micron is willing to inve,st $37 1 ,000 per 
job'whcn most employers invest less than 
$50,000 per job. Micron would move the lax 
base of Twin Falls County from $1.5 billion 
to $2.7 billion - almost double. 

There are two reasons why the impact 
from Micron will be closer to the addition of 
2,500 jobs instead of 3.500: 

• A basic assumption in the analysis is wrong. 
i.e., each new Micron job created results in a 
new resident because the local labor market is 
light. This is probably true for Twin Falls but not 
for the Magic Valley. There are many people 
outside Twin Falls who are underemployed or 
not cv^ in the work force because of a lack of 
decent jobs in many of the small lowus. Due to 
the unique three days on. four days off and then 
four days on. there arc also fomtcTi that would 
likely apply for jobs at Micron while they con- 
tinue fanning. Many of these people will remain 
in the some town, home, etc. and that will reduce 
the 3,500 number by 500 or possibly even 1 .000. 

• We are losingjobs at die Moore Business 

Forms plant and have losCmore than 100 ad- 
ministrative jobs at Lamb-Weston. Capital ex- 
penditures planned at Lamb will likely reduce 
employment at the Twin Falls potato proccs.s- 
ing plant. There is also some concern about the 
Norco Windows plant. Five hundred to 700 
jobs on; gone or vulnerable; reduce the impact 
of the Micron number by another 500. 

Whatever number of Micron jobs that can be 
filled by existing residents that will not need to be 
replaced by new residents such as the above will 
rctkicc the number of additional siqiport jobs and 
the projoctod population increa.se. The projection 
oddol 6.92 new Magic Volley residents per Mi- 
cron job. In this environment, the impact from the 
Micron plant is more likely to be 2,500 jobs, in- 
stead ofthc expected 3,500. Reduce the population 
projection by say 6,000. Keep in mind dial if the 
chip market is not strong wh^ the plant is being 
pul on line, it may not hire the full 3,500 anyway.

TWIN FALLS - Half a million 
federal dollars will soon funnel into 
eight Mogic Valley police agencies 
to hire extra community police offi- 
cers. the federal government 
announced Wednesday. 

"I'm pumped," said Sgt. Jim 
Munn of the Twin Palls Police 
Deportment, which will receive 
$72,580.50, according to a news 
release from the U.S. Attorney’s 
Office District of Idaho. 

The money, part of the 1994 fed- 
eral anti-crime bill, will go to hire 
police officers whose duties focus 
on crime prevention, rather than 
patrol or detective work, Munn said. 

The federal aid will help hire two 
or three new. community police offi- 
cers, M-unn said. Their duties 
include teaching neighbors how to 
watch, for and guard against crime, 
builders how to construct secure 
buildings, and youths how to stay 
awa y from drugs and a l coho l, he 


said. 

"Wc know thol reactionary polic- 
ing has a limited effectiveness,” 
Munn said. “Crime prevention, 
thrown education and awareness, is 
an effective way to fight crime." 

Bellevue, Filer, Hailey, and 
Jerome police deportments and 
Minidoka and Twin Foils county 
sherifTs departments will receive 
federal money, according to the 
news release. 

More than $2.5 million will flow 
into 39 law enforcement agencies 
across Idaho; nationwide, 6,660 
agencies will receive monev to help 
hire 7,100 new police, the news 
release said. 

The money comes from Cops 
Fast, a rural g^t program that was 
part of President Clinton's promise 
to put 10p.,0p0 new police on the 
natloii's swets, release said. 

The crime bill, signed into law 
this September, provides $8.8 bil- 
lion in grants for state and local law 
enforcement agencies for communi- . 
ty policing, the release said. 

The grants will be awarded for up 
to 75 percent of the total salary and 
benefits earned by new or rehlred 
oflicers over the next three years, 
with a maximum of $75,000 per 
officer, the release said. 

The remaining 25 percent will be 
paid by state or local funds, the 
release said.

Panel OKs

BOISE (AP) — A Senate commit- 
tee late Wednesday narrowly 
endorsed extension of Idaho's 1986 
righl-lo-work law to public etnploy- 
-ccs-amid-contradiclory claims of-tho 
bill’s mmificalions. 

The State Affoirs (Committee 
cleared the way for Senate action oif 
the bill that sponsors'^claimed would 
prohibit the Boise School District 
from Bgming to pay panial teacher's 
union dues from a professional orga- 
nizations fund while providing work- 
ers protection against retaliation for 
union activity. 

Critics of the bilL led by the Idaho 
Education Association and the Idaho 
AFL-CIO. maintained the bill would 
have no effect on the negotiated 
agreement on professional associa- 
tion fees in the Boise School DistricL 

Bui they also said that extending 
the bon on compulsory union mem- 
beislup os a condition of employment 
to slate and local government work- 
ers could also give those workers full 
collective bargaining rights, includ- 
ing the ri^t to strike, and protection 
from a myriad of unfair labor prac- 
tices. Courts in Eorida and elsewhere 
have ruled that way on similar laws. 
**Wc believe it would potentially 
change dramatically public sector 
labor law in the slate and provide 
public employees form more protec- 
tions than ih^ currently have," lEA 
Executive Director Jim Shackelford 
said. 

Currently, only teachers, and fire- 
fighters hove any right to bargain col- 
lectively on wages and working con- 
ditioRS. But along with all other pub- 
lic workers, they do not have the gen- 
eral protections provided private sec- 
tor workers under the National Labor 
Relations Act. 

The Senate committee vote was 5*4 
with chairman Joyce McRoberls of 
Twin Falls (he lone Republican join- 
ing the three Democrats in opposing 
wlmt Democrat Marguerite McLaugh- 
lin ofOrofino said was rekindling the 
bitter battle over ri^l to work.

JEROME - Seven Jerome County 
entities have agreed to work togeth- 
er on 0 joint comprehensive plan, 
rather than each working on a sepa- 
rate plan - an effon that would save 
taxpayers’ money and produce com- 
patible plans. 

Jerome County, Jerome. 
Hazelton, Eden, the Jerome 
Recreation District, the Jerome 
School District and the College of 
Southern Idaho have signed a joint 
powers agreement creating the 
Jerome County Joint Agency

Committee. 

Other agencies may be included 
qs well. 

The goal of the commilte is an 
integrated comprehensive plan by 
January 1996. 

The $85,000 project will cost the 
individual agencies less than an 
independent plan for c&ch would 
cost, committee Chairman Mike 
Pepper said. Some Idaho cities and 
counties have paid S40.000 to 
$60,000 for individual projects, he 
said. 

Pepper also said that when the 
project is complete, all of the indi- 
viduolplons will be compaiablc. 

The planning process, slated to 
begin immediately, includes data 
collection and public meetings, sur- 
veys and public hearings.

BURLEY - When emergency 
medical teams from oround the 
state meet in Burley this weekend, 
they will Icam how to rescue vic- 
tims of farm accidents. 

Rescuers at a farm accident can 
encounter everything from spilled 
pesticides to a person tangled in □ 
machine, said Jerry Schroeder, a 
training officer for the Burley Fire 
Department and chairman of the 
Southern Idaho Firefighters 
Association. 

“In most coses, it's not as simple 
. os cutting someone out of a car. In 
a lot of coses you have to disassem- 
ble a machine,” Schroeder said. 

More thon 140 emergency med- 
ical providers from 30 agencies 
across the state have registered for 
training this weekend, Schroeder 
said. 

Training has been sponsored by 


the Southern Idaho Firefighters 
Association and Idaho Fire Service 
Training, he said. 

Though rescuers in Idaho fre- 
quently respond to farm emergen- 
cies, it only has been within thc-lasi 
year that formal form rescue train- 
ing has been offered, said Brent 
Poole, state coordinator of the 
Farm Medic program and chief of 
the Menan Fire Department. 

"It's something that is just now 
starting to get dealt with in the 
area," Poole said. 

About 58 percent of Menan Fire 
Department calls last year were 
farm-related. Poole said. Citing 
University of Idaho s(atistic.s over 
the past decade, Poole said that 45 
percent of farm accidents were 
tractor related. Over-turned tractors 
accounted for 40 percent of tractor 
accidents, he said. 

Though emergency medical tech- 
nicians arc required by the state to 
Icam how to fVee o person trapped 


inside of a car. the training pro- 
vides little help when someone is 
pinned beneath a tractor. Poole 
explained, 

A tractor's wei^t and odd shape

Other classes offered this week- 
end, include handling of hazardous 
waste - an advanced chemistry 
class for veterans will be offered, 
and firefighting essentials for new 
recruits.

When the weak side is 
called into play, there is an inherent 
lack of trust. 

Think about it - and watch your- 
self the next time you ski. Arc most 
of the falls on one side? Is there hes- 
itation turning in one direction more 
. than the other? Arc most stops made 
to one side?

Norltiwest tracks 


During a recent outing, a frie^j^ 
was having a horrible time.tuming to 
the left (she's a lefty, eh?). To help, 
we practiced an exercise called the 
"Falling Leaf." A relatively simple 
maneuver, the Falling Leaf builds 
confidence on the weak side. 

Start in a shallow traverse across 
the hill toward your weak side. Once 
you get moving, stop. While stop- 
ping, think through the mechanics of 
what the downhill ski must do to 
Slop. The knee is flexed, the foot is 
flat, and pressure is on the ball of the 
foot. 

The ski is rolled a bit to the inside 
and pointed with the knee. 

Make a couple of stops in the same 
shallow traverse, then try a steeper 
line and aim more down the hill. The 
traverse-and-stop maneuver leaves 
tracks that are comma-shaped. 

Keep st^cepening the traverse, but 
keep doing the same thing. Traverse 
and stop. Your comma-shaped track 
will become, bigger, and more hook- 
shoped. 

Make each traverse a little steeper 
until, eventually, you. are starting di- 
rectly down the hill. 

At that point, the next “traverse” 
will actually be in the apposite di- 
' rection and become a turn to the. 
weak side. Your tracks will look 
more like a ”C” than a comma. Pick 
a steep angle and come to a stop by 
turning on your weak side. 

Do it on your weak side, do it on 
your strong side, and then do it some 
more. The idea is to become sure and 
confident on both sides. 

When both sides start to feel even, 
try going beyond the tum-and-stop. 
Try turning into a turn. Make one. 
full turn, then stop. Another full 
turn, then stop. 

Now drop the stop. 

Start- linking turns by moving di- 
rectly into a turn from the “stop” po- 

sition,-Do-il slowly,-but-akLlhrough — 

the stop and move smoothly into an- 
other turn. 

Dear in mind that skis work like . 
springs, so bounce from turn to turn. 

Think about the influence that 
your knees and feet have on the tra- 
vcrsc-to-stop motion. The same in- 
fluence holds true when linking 
turns. 

Th^beOuty of this exercise is that 
it can be applied to all forms of ski- 
ing. 

It works in a wedge. It works in a 
Christie. It works in a parallel turn. 

It even works in a telemark turn. 

In fact, this is one of the best ways 
' to teach the telemark turn. There is 
- nn fenr of s peed because-th e-speed is- 

wcll under control. The skier can 
practice on any sort of slope. By ap- 
proaching the problem one turn at a 
time, confidence builds in layers as 
the terrain and the turns become 
steeper. 

The last piece of the puzzle for im- 
-proving your weak side turn is to 
change the stop. Most people terid to- 
stop on one side, and the trick is to 
start concentrating on the other side. 

Every time you stop, think about • 
your knee, foot and ankle. Concen- 
trate as if you are practicing the 
Falling Leaf. 

It won't happen overnight, but in 
time the hesitation will begin to van- 
ish from your weak side turn. If you 
keep practicing, the turn will get bet- 
ter and better until there is virtually 
no difTcrcnce. 

At that point, you'll be able to ski 
the steep terrain and enjoy the fun of : 
even turns on both sides. 

Then you’ll reallyhe skiing. -

Twin Falls resident John Meyer makes a home for bluebirds in the South Hills

TWIN FALLS - John Meyer is an envi- 
ronmentally friendly mobile-home devel- 
oper. 

He has designed, built and installed 20 
bluebird houses, in the South Hills near the 
Magic Mountain Ski Area - and he wants 
more. 

"It’s fua to make them, it's fun to put 
- them up, ond-it's Am lO'Sec ihem being- 
used,” be says. "The birds need suitable 
nesting habit, and 1 guess that's getting 
harder to find.” 

Sensing a market niche, M^er has. been 
building bluebird houses in his spore time. 
Once he’s got a few put together, he heads 
for the hilb. 

.Meyer drives to Magic Mountain, then 
loads the birdhouses onto a plastic child's 
toboggan. Using a short piece of rope, be 
hitches the toboggan to his woist, steps 
into his backcountiy skis, and whistles for 
his dog. 

It's the final step in Meyer's low-income 
housing program. 

.On a recent outing, he and a friend 
hauled six birdhouses up the Upper Penste- 
moo Trail.

giving the cold shoulder to intrepid skiers, 
hikers or snowmobilers who reach (he 
South Pole, the United States is now

"For the true adventurers who do some- 
thiog phenomenal, we are allowed to help 
them out a little bit,” said John Porland, 
station manager at the pole. 

Ti^tionally, the U.S. National Science 
Foundation and its support crew limited, 
assistance to a hot cup of coffee nod quick 
• tour of the site. Bod publicity over that 
grudging attitudeinxnnpted a policy re- 
view'this season. 

The Foundation is still worried its 
wanner hospitality policy will encourage 
more adventurers, who sometimes get into 
trouble and require U.S.-tnxpayer funded 
rescues, and may interrupt scieotifle ex- 
periments. • 

"Adventurers can go'ihcie. The problem 
is when they get into trouble, they turn to 
us for help,’! Tucker Scully, the duector.of 
the State D^artment’s office of Ocean 
Affairs, said m a telephone interview fion^ 
Washington. 

: Yet, when three Norwegians skiers ar- 

rived at the pole Dec. 28, 1994, they vol- 
unteered to work at Scott-Amundsen base 
and got full meals in exchange. . 

"The station people feel a whole lot bet- 
ta being able to welcome them,” aaid Er- 
ick Ctnang, the NSF officer who manages 
' all three U.S. Antarctic bases. 


This exchange of work for full base 
privilc^ ww a marked turnabout in the 
U.S. program's treatment of such odven 
turers. 

Dick Smith, an Australian who flew 
around (be worid over both poles in 1988, 
complsiaed that be got only a cup of cof- 
=fbtf^wiurh^wtbFSo«irp0le''Udii'1bw 
hours’ sleep on a couch, but no radar 
weather reports and no fuel to continue 
his jduraey. Smith went on to Russia’s 
Vostok slatioa. which gave him some fuel 
to continue bis journey. 

That was typical of the tepid welcome 
oil drop-ins received then. 

The United States can’t bar people from' 
ihc-Soulb-Pole;-iio oneowns-Antarctica,- 
and anyone can come and go as they 
please. But the bsSes and statioos are the 
property of the countries that run them, 
and access to their facilities can be re- 
stricted. 

The National Science Fouodation espe- 
cially diicounges edvesturers ftoni enter- 
ing the "clean air zone” near the pole 
where atmospheric research is done. Air- 
plane and snowmobile exhaust can skew

Forest Service closes 
region of Sawtooth 
to motorized travel

STANLEY - The. Forest Ser- 
vice has temporarily-closed a 
portion of the Fisher Creek- 
drainage in the Sawtooth Nation- - 
al Recreation Area to motorized 
travel, including snowmachincs. 
to protect wandering elk at a 
feeding site maintained by the 
Idaho Department of Fish and 
Game. 

The closure applies to National 
Forest System lands and Forest 
Development Roads with the 
Fisher Creek drainage located ap- 
proximately 12 miles south of 
“Stanlcy.-Thc'area includes-Forest— 
Road 132 and other areas at the ‘ 
mouth of Fisher Creek and is in 
Custer County. The closure went 
into effect Feb. 2. 

According to Robin Garwood, 
wildlife biologist in the SNRA, 
the area will be open os soon as 
elk feeding is no longer neces- 
sary. "Motorized travel in criti- 
cal elk winter range can be deiri- 
• mental to their survival." Gar- 
wood said. "The elk move 
through the deep snow to escape ‘ 
Ihe noise, using up energy des- 
perately needed to survive , the 
winter. 

A map and copy of the closure 
order is posted at Sawtooth For- 
est offices. People violating the 
closure arc subject to a fine of up 
to $5,000 or imprisonment or 
both.

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Michigan officials hunt 
for . moose on the loose 


NESTORIA, Mich. (AP) —-for 
hours, the moose and her two calves 
eluded the wildlife biologists track- 
ing them deep in the snow<ovcred 
forest. 

The animals' general location 
was no mystery. .The mother still 
wore the radio transmitter collar, 
fastened around her neck a decade 
ago. when she and 28 other moose 
were transplanted from a Canadian 
park 600 mifes away. 

A similar collar was attached 
Monday to one of the calves. 
iTuesday’s mission: shoot the other 
calf with a tranquilizer dart and 
• u ive it a collar and tag . 

Antennas picked up signals from 
the collars that repeatedly indicat^ 
the moose were close — often with- 
iit u couple hundred yards, But the 
biologists had trouble seeing them 
tlirough thick evergreen spans, and 
gelling close enough to fire a dart 
.seemed impossible. 

"Son of a gun," said a weary 
Steve Schmitt after two hours of 
fruitless pursuit in near-zero weath- 
er. 

The state Department of Natural 
Resources is winding up a 2-year 
effort to fit a new generation of 
moose with collars, which will pro- 
vide information about the herd’s 
growth, health and habits. 

The ultimate goal is a flourishing 
herd in Michigan’s Upper 
Peninsula, where moose were all 
but wiped out when logging 
destroyed their habitat in the mid- 
I8()0s. Forests in the region have 
rebounded enough to once again 
support moose. 

There arc believed to be 300 to 
. 500 moose, in the .Upper. Peninsula, 
a healthy increase from the i9 
brought in during the I98S trans- 
plant. Thirty more moose were • 
brought in two years later from 
Algonquin Provincial Park in 
Ontario, Canada. 

The moose chased Tuesday by 
Schmitt and ‘State biologists Rob 
Aho und'Jim Hammill is known 
simply as Moose No. 4. She’s 


believed to be IS to 20 years old, 
and has given birth to IS calves 
since her arrival. 

The search was an exhausting 
trek through thigh-deep drifts, tan- 
gles of undergrowth and fallen 
trees. The snow-shoed scientists 
seemed ovcnnatchcd; Moose, with 
long, gangly legs and wide hooves, 
ore built for travel through snow. 

Finally, a break: The uncollared 
calf came within 40 yards of 
Hammill. He fired and the calf look 
off, seemingly hit But there were 
no blood droplets on the snow, the 
usual sign that a dart has found its 
mark.' . 

the scientists rcsum^^FTir 
chose. Schmitt was ready to give up 
when, about 50 feet away, he spot- 
ted Moose No. 4 and her collared 
calf hovering uncertainly over the 
second calf, which was lying in the 
snow. • 

■ The don hod done its work. 

Weighing about 350 pounds, the 
8-month-oId female calf lay pas- 
sively in a small clearing. Her large, 
pointed ears occasionally twitched; 
she stared dazedly through dark, 
bulging eyes. 

As Schmitt approached, the other 
two moose fled. 

“Isn't she a handsome young 
thing,” Hammill said, stroking the 
calPs long shout. 

The scientists quickly fastened 
the radio collar around the calfs 
neck. It’s made of flexible nylon, 
allowing it to expand as the moose 
grows to odultho^. 

They stapled three identifying 
tags to the calfs ears, making her 
-Moose No. 290. 

Then Schmitt injected her with, 
naltrexone, a drug that reverses the 
effect of the carfcntonil on the dart. 
Within seconds, the calf staggered 
to her feet, then knelt in an obvious 
daze — “kind of like a bod hang- 
over,” Schmitt said. 

. But soon, she got up again. 
After bounding over a fallen tree. 
Moose No. 290 disappeared into 
the forest.

CHICAGO — The proposed merger of 


railroad companies Burlington Northern 
Inc. and Santa Fe Pacific Corp; promises 
benefits to carmakers, fanners and shippers 
looking for better connections across the 
Great Plains or over the Rocky Mountains. 

The $4 billion deal was approved Tues- 
day by Burlington Northern and Santa Fc 
shareholders. It also needs approval by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Burlington Northern agreed in June to 
buy Santa Fc for S2.S billion. The deal ran 
into trouble in October when Union Pacific 
Corp. made a competing bid. Union Pacif- 
ie bowed out Jan. 31 aher a four-month 
bidding war that forced Burlington North- 
ern to bump its price up to about S4 billion 
in cash and stoek. 

The merger would create the nation’s 
largest rail network, stretching from Cana- 
da to Mexico, with 33,000 miles of track In

The trick, he points out, is getting people 
to say nice things about your company to 
potential customers. 

But you don't have to let word of mouth 
Just happen. Successful entrepreneurs con 
do a lot to generate good talk, "ft's more 
than good customer service; people expect 
good customer service," Misner says. 

Dan Worthington would be out of busi- 
ness if happy customers didn’t-tell others 
about his work. 

He owns Worthingtoh RciiriioiTPhotog-’ 
raphers of Costa Mesa, which takes photos 
at class reunions and prints a memory book 
for participants. “Repeat business comes 
only once every 10 years," he said. “We 
must rely on at least SO percent of our new 
business coming by word of mouth.” 

He makes customers talk by rewarding 
them for good leads.

Levinson adds. 

Misner believes networking is the vital 
clemmt in word-of-mouth markclihgTor os 
he puts it, “standing belly to belly with oth-_. . 
cr business professionals and telling them 
about your business." 

Misner, who teaches at Cal Poly 
Pomona, founded Business Network Inter- 
national, a leads group that has 325 chap- 
ters in 28 states. 

Networking develops relationships, he 
said, “and people refer your business when 
they know you, trust you and believe you 
have the ability to deliver." 

Equally vital, he said, is networking at a 
variety of places and groups. You meet dif- 
ferent people at a Chamber of Commerce 
mixer than at a leads group or service club. 
The successful business owner should be- 
long to all three, Misner said. 

Jacque Daniel, a Brea, Calif., marketing 
consultant and trainer, also believes in the 
value of networking. 

“Time and again, clients have stood up at 
networking meetings, when the time came 
for them to introduce themselves, and spent 
some of their time urging people to take my 
classes or use my services." 

As 1 mentioned earlier, happy customers 
might not think to talk about your business 
with friends and family. 

So.,ask them to, says Costa Mesa man- _ 
agement consultant D^is McCue. 

“My best results have been achieved by 
speciftcally asking current clients, friends 
and associates who they know who might 
benefit from my services," Jjc said. “When- 
ever I get an affirmative response, I then 
follow up with: 'Would you be willing to 
talk to that person on my behalf and give 
me his/her name and phone number?’"

Jies of fends, and by discount brokers’ 
marketplaces where hundreds of funds can 
be bought and sold without paying a fee. 

As ^ds' shareholder service depart- 
ments have grown and improved, they 
have made many transactions -> for in- 
stance, moving money from one fend to 
another or getting money transferred to 
your local b^ — possible through a sim- 
ple phone call rather than the juggling of 


paperwork and other rig- 
marole that used to be re- 
quired. 

But no matter how ad- 
vanced they get, conve- 
nience and cost saving can 
never be more than ancil- 
lary attractions. . 

And they can tum.into

Should South have suspected a 
trap when East returned a 
"sneaky" trump at trick three? 
Perhaps. But the correct pli^r wu 
to finesse regardless of suspi- 
dons. Why? 

South should have finessed in 
trumps because it dnches the 
game whether the finesse wins or 
loses. If it wins (Uxfoy's case), he 
- has onJty ooe trump loser. IfitioBi. 
es, he loses 'two trump tricks but 
be cannot lose two tricks 

regardless of who has the dia- 
mond ace. After South discards 
dummy's three small diamonds 
bn bis high clubs, a trump re- 
mains in dummy to ruff South's 
third diamond and the defenders 
get only three tridu. 

Although it’s wise to do without 
a finesse whenever possible, it's 
unwise to refuse a finesse that 
cannot lose.
